It will be remembered that a few 
months ago 
the San born-Price Map 
company made a thorough canvass of 
the town and from their drawings a 
new insurance map was drawn. 
This 
map was delivered only a few weeks 
ago, and the new rates are baaed in 
a great measure upon the map. 
It is announced that the rates on 
tlx* brick, mercantile and 
dwelling 
bouses have either been left where 
they were formerly placed or have 
been lowered. 
On frame mercantile 
buildings and mercantile stocks the 
rate had been advanced. 
In eases 
where the rates were lowered it has 
been learned that old wooden struc­ 
tures have been torn down and re­ 
placed by modern brick 
or 
stone 
buildings. 
Notable among this latter 
class Is the F. E Oyster block on 
Sixth street. 
On the other hand a very large num­ 
ber of frame structures 
have 
been 
erected during the past few years, and 
In many cases 
lightly 
constructed 
buildings are located close together, 
greatly Increasing the danger by fire 
In the East End the reports show 
that a very high rate of insurance 
has b e e n fixed for Mulberry street, 
where all of the buildings are fra m e 
and are located close together. Anoth­ 
er spot referred to is the property of 
Jo e Vitalii. Sixth street, in the city 
proper. T here are probably five frame 
buildings of the cheapest quality lo­ 
cated on a single lot. and the owner 
will be compelled to pay dearly for 
the risks. 
The new rat** report is said to have 
been very carefully made and Is in 
very way satisfactory to the local 
agents.

Only to Judge’s— Both Sides Busy. 


While accusations and 
recrimina­ 


tions have passed backward and for­ 
ward between the1 contending parties 
in the police chief muddle, the prin­ 
cipals, as a rule, are maintaining a 


strict silence, and are awaiting the fin­ 
al adjudication of the ease by the de­ 
cision of tin* supreme court. 
Not in 
years has any question pertaining to 
the municipality created and sustained 
such general interest. T here is scarce­ 
ly a citizen who does not lean to one 
side* or the oth«*r. 
Interest in the case 
Is not confined to East Liverpool, ns 
there have been several disputes some 
thing similar in other cities ov**r the* 
state-. 
The East Liverpool case was 
tile* first to reach the* supreme court. 
however. 
Many inquiries have been 
received by the* attorneys and others, 
showing that tho interest in the* result 
is widespread. 
“ When will the Wyman oast- he se*t- 
tled?" and “Will the solicitor or Wy­ 
man win?” are* interrogations heard 
on every hand and mgny limes a day. 
Another absorbing question concerns 
the* manner cd’ procedure in submitting 
tile* case. with its mass of evidence, to 
the highest tribunal of th** state. The 
first of the* two queries can Im* given 
something like* a definite answer for a 
decision is expected not lat**r than the* 
middle of February, but as 
side* win win can be but a 
conjecture. 
The day on which the decision can 
be e xpected could be better determined 
if it were* known when the* defendant, 
Chief John W Wyman, will file his att 
iwi-r. 
No further move can Im* made 
in the case until this Is done and he 
has until tile* 26th of January to file it. 
As the answer is of great moment and 
the attorneys who an- preparing it ar** 
busy in**n, it is not likely 
he* ready many days 
above mentioned. 
The* n**xt, and a very important step, 
will be the appointment of a commis­ 
sioner, whose duty it will be* to bear 
th** evidence in the case* and from the 
evidence to report to I Im* court what 
facts have been proved. 
Tin- supreme 
ourt is appointing this commissioner 
to hear both side s to th** suit. 
It is 
likely tiiat the opposing attorneys will 
tgree u po n Homo co m p e te n t man. who 
has an *-s ta (dished reputation for fair­ 
ness aud impartiality; if not. each side* 
will make a recommendation to the* 
court. 
The im b riu m part this com 
rn bod oner will play in the* case Is sec­ 
ond only to the judges themselves. 
He doterraine-s fremi th** evidence what 
the facts are and the judges apply 'ho 
law. 
The appointment rtf Hie* commission- 
**r will Im- mad*- within a few days af 
ter Hie- filing e>f the defendant’s answer 
and as soon as postlude he will come 
to East Liverpool where th** hearings 
will be* held.

The ( losing y ear has brought bene 
fits locally, as well as elsew here. 
Al 
though tin pottery industry has seen 
m ore flourishing seasons, it lins seen 
m any worse ones. 
The New Year is 
rich in prom ise for the Crockery City, 
largely on account of w hat h as been 
accom plished 
during 
Hit* 
old 
year. 
F irst and perhaps most important is 
a wage agreem ent, which will last 
until well tow ard the close of 1905, p re ­ 
cluding the chance of any disturbance 
of trad e conditions from th at cause 
during 1904. 
M anufacturers, basing 
th eir predictions doubtless upon orders 
p resen t and prospective, are alm ost 
unanim ous in agreeing th at they h ave 
a good y ear a heat! of them. 
This 
fact is alm o st as good as a g u a ran tee 
of prosperity for th e city. 
During 1903 work has been plentiful 
and w ages good. 
The city has grow n 
in population a t a healthy though not 
a t an abnorm al rate. 
Public and pri­ 
vate im provem ents have been fairly 
active. 
T he first official step tow ard 
securing a governm ent building for 
th e city has been taken, and an excel­ 
lent site for tile needed stru ctu re has 
been secured.

its com pletion and opening. 
A nother 
e n te rp rise which has long been a de­ 
sideratum is a stre et railw ay connect­ 
ing E a s t Liverpool with the county 
seat. 
Although no active work has 
been done eith e r at Lisbon or here, 
the Y oungstow n & Southern is pu sh ­ 
ing forw ard from its northern term in u s 
with every indication that its e n tire 
line will be com pleted and in op era­ 
tion before an o th e r y ear lias passed. 
This, certainly, is a m a tte r for public 
congratulation.

.progress on a series of im provem ents 
th a t prom ise to be of great benefit to 
the business in te re s ts of the city.

A few of these people w ere burned 
to d eath by fire, m an y w ere suffocat­ 
ed by gas, aud scores w ere tram pled 
to death in the panic that followed the 
mad plunge of the frig h ten ed audi­ 
ence for th e exits. 
It wiBl be m any 
hours before the n u m b er of dead is 
accurately known and niftily days be­ 
fore all of them 
will bo identified. 
T h ere are bodies lying by th e dozens 
In tin* u n d ertaking rooms, in police 
statio n s ami In hospitals, from which 
nearly ev erything th a t could reveal 
th eir identity to those who knew thorn 
best is gone. 
T h eir clothing is torn to 
rags or burned to cin d ers and th eir 
faces have been tram p led into an un 
recognizable pulp by the heels of the 


crow d th at tram pled them down as 
they fled for safety. 
T h e fire broke out d u rin g tile sec­ 
ond act of the play "M r. B luebeard,*' 
w hich was the drat d ra m a tic produc­ 


tion produced in the th e a te r since It* 
erection. 


Cause of the Catastrophe. 


Tin* company, wtitloh was very large, 
escaped to the thrnet in safety, nearly 
all of them, however, being compel!**'! 
to flee into the snow y stre ets with no 
clothing but their stag e costumes. 
A 
few 
m em bers of th e com pany su s­ 
tained minor injuries, bu t none w ere 
seriously hurt. 
T he accounts of tile origin of the 
Are are conflicting and none of them 
certain, but tine best r en son given is 
that an electric wire un'ar th e lower 
part of the P* •ce of d ro p scenery su d ­ 
denly broke and was grounded. 
T he 
lire spread rapidly tow ard the front 
of the stage, causing the m em bers of 
the chorus who w ere then engaged in 
th e p erform ance to flee to the wityn 
with scream s of terror. 
Tho tin* in 
itself up to this time was not seriiais 
and possibly' could have been checked 
had not tim* asbestos cu rta in failed to 
work. 
Aa soon as the fine was discov­ 
ered, E ddie Poy. the oiiief comedian 
of the company, shouted to lower tho

Hundreds Burned to Oeath. 
W ith a ro ar aud a hound, the flames 
shot through tin* opening over tho 
heads of the people on the l i m floor 
and reaching clear up to tin We in tho 
first balcony, caught them ami burned 
them to death w here t h e y , sat. 
Im m ediately following this rush of 
flames there cam e un explosion which 
liftd l tin* en tire roof of tie* th e a te r 
from its walla, sh a tte rin g the gnvit 
skylight into frag m en ts

This is, however, contractu‘ti*-I, 
by the sta te m en ts of the firemen, who 
found number* of people sittiiv* fit:

that the g re ates t loss of life occurred 
W hen the firemen c a te re d the build­ 
ing tile dead Were found stretch ed in 
a pile reaching from th e head of the 
stairw ay af least eight feet from the 
door back to a point about five feet 
in the re ar of the door.

Beyond Pow er to Describe. 
T h e fight for life w hich must have 
tak e n place at th ese tw o points is 
som ething that is sim ply beyond hu­ 
m an pow er adequately 
to 
describe. 
Only a faint idea of its horror could 
he derived from tile asp ect of the 
bodies as they lay. 
W om en on top of th ese m asses of 
dead had been o v e rta k en by death as 
they w ere craw ling on th eir hands 
and knee* over the bodies of those 
w ho had di*’d before. 
O th ers lay with 
arm s stretched out In the direction 
tow ard which lay life and safety, hold- j 
ing in th eir hands frag m en ts of g a r­ 
m en ts not their own. 
T hey wert* evi­ 
dently torn from the clothing of oth­ 
ers whom they had endeavored to pull 
dow n and tram ple u n d er foot as they 
fought for their own lives 
As the police rem oved layer after 
layer of dead in these doorways, tho 
sight bocume too much even for po­ 
lice and firemen, hardened as they 
a re to such scenes, to endure 
The 
bodies w ere iii such an inextricable 
m ass and so tightly w ere th ey jam m ed 
betw een the sides of the door and the 


Ogden Os* company, was in a b u n t ­

W hen he reached th e stre et the wom­ 
en w ere already dropping into the 
alley and Elliott Im m ediately rushed 
for a ladder in the effort to save as 
m any as possible. 
W om en Crowded Off Fire Escapes. 
No ladder was available and the 
only m ethod of a ssista n ce they were 
able to devise was to hurriedly lash 
some planks together and throw them 
across to the affrighted women on the 
platform 
w ith Instructions to place 
th e end firmly on the iron fram ew ork. 
Before this could be done a fearful 
loss of tim e ensued, th e women were 
being pushed every in stan t into th* 
alley and by the tim e the bridge was 
constructed but few rem ained to take 
ad v an tag e of It. 
About two doze ti, it 
Is believed, m ade th eir way across 
this n arro w causeway. 
T h e m em bers of the theatrical com 
party, being on the first floor, had com­ 
paratively little difficulty in reaching 
tile street, although th eir situation 
was for a m om ent highly critical be­ 
cause of the speed with which tho 
flames swept 
through the m ass of 
scenery and flies on th e stage.

Hie only possible thing to do was to h o u se in his stage costum e and with 
seize a limb or som e o th e r portion of ; h)H 
covered with g rease paint, in 
the hotly aud pull with m ain strength. J o rd er to secure surgical attendance 
Men worked at the task with te s ts j for 
S()mo 
blirtJS whlch he had gl,g. 
ru n n in g down th eir cheeks, and th** 
sobs of the rescu ers could be heard 
even in th e hall below w here this aw ­ 
ful s c e n e was being enacted 
A num ­ 
ber of m e n were compelled to allan 
don ti dr task and give it over re 
o th ers whose n erv es had not as yet 
been shaken by th e awful experience. 
W om en Tram pled to Pulp. 
As one by one the bodies were 
dragged 
out 
of 
th e 
water-soaked, 
blackened m ass of corpses the spec- 
tnclo becam e m ore and m ore h e art­ 
rending. 
T here w ere women whos * 
riot bing 
w as torn 
completely 
from 
th eir bollies above th e waist, whos'* 
bosom s had been tram pled into a pulp 
and whose fades w ere m arred beyond 
all pow er of identification. 
Bodies lay in the first and second 
balconies in great num bers. 
In some 
places they were piled up in the aisles 
th ree and four deep, w here one had 
fallen and others tripped over the 
p ro stra te forms, and 
all 
had

w here they lay. evidently suffocate I 
by tho gas. 
O thers w ere bent over 
backs of seats w h ere they had been 
thrown by the rush of people for the 
doors an d killed with hardly a chance 
to rise from their seats.

A woman was found cut 
nearly in half by the back of a seat' 
situ having been forced over it face 
downw ard. 
Agony W ritten in Dead Faces. 
In the aisles nearest to the doors 
the scenes w ere harrow ing in the ex- 
trerue. 
Bodies lay In every conceiv­ 
able attitude, half naked, the look on 
their faces r e v e l in g som e portion of 
the agony which must have preceded 
their death 
There w ere scores a n i 
scores of people w hose whole faces 
had been tram pled com pletely off bv 
th** heels of those who rushed over 
them, and in one aisle the body of a 
m an w as found with not a vestige of 
clothing, 
flesh 
or 
bone 
rem aining 
above ids waist line 
T he en tire up­ 
per portion of his body had been cut 
Into m ince most and carried aw ay by 
the feet fit those who tram pled him. 
A search w as carefully m a d s w ith a 
hope of finding his head. but it had 
not been discovered ami all that will 
ever tell his friends w ho ho w as is 
tho color and appearance of the cloth­ 
ing on tho lower limbs, and this I* in 
such a condition as to be hardly rec­ 
ognizable.

Because of this, he said, the flames 
readily obtained access to the m ain 
part of ihe theater, the draft carrying 
with it gas as well as fire, sw ept up 
to the balconies, w here the loss of 
lifa was greatest. 
“ T h e fire began In the middle of the 
second act,” said Mr. Foy. 
‘‘An elec­ 
tric wire broke, was ground, and from 
this flames were sta rte d in the rear 
of the stage. 
T h e sta g e is u n u s u r y 
wide and th ere was so groat a draft 
th e flames spread rapidly. 
They had 
attack ed all tho scen ery In the rear. 
W hen it first sta rte d I w ent to the 
foot lights, and 
to p re v e n t alarm ing 
th o audience, said th at th ere was a 
slight blaze and th at it would be bet­ 
te r for all to leave quietly. 
T hen I 
stepped back and called for the a s ­ 
bestos cu rtain to be lowered. 
This. 
when about half way down, refused ta 
go farth e r and thus an additional draft 
was crested. 
This sw ep t tho flames 
out Into th e auditorium and I knew 
th at the th e a te r was doomed. 
I hur­ 
ried back to the sta g e and aided in 
g e ttin g Bu* wom en m em bers of tho 
com pany into the alley. Som e of them 
w ere In th eir dressing room s and were 
alm ost overcom e 
by 
sm oke before 
th ey could get down to th e stage and 
to th e doors. 
T he sim ple fact that 
the curtain did not descend entirely 
w as what saved the lives of the com ­ 
pany, although it caused such a hor­ 
rible c atastro p h e in th e front of the 
house. 
After the cu rta in had refused 
to descend th ere cam e th e explosion 
of th e gas tanka, and with the curtain 
dow n all the tiro and gas would have 
been confined betw een th e re a r wall 
of th e th e a te r aud the fireproof cu r­ 
tain in front. 
U nder th ese circum ­ 
sta n ce s it would not h ave been possi­ 
ble for a single m em ber of the com­ 
pany to escap e alive unless he or she 
had 
been 
standing 
Im mediately 'n 
front 
of th e door leading into th^ 
alley. 
As it was. the draft carried all 
the gas aud fire out b en eath the cu r­ 
tain and the company was saved, al­ 
though their salvation w as the death 
Of so m any poo- r e in l * in front.”

Chicago, Dec. 31.—Seven hundred 
pet hods 
w ire 
killed in Id minutia 
during a fir*! In the Iroquois theater, 
the newest, the largest and as far us 
human power could make it, the sa fe -it 
theater in Chicago. 
A few of these people were burned 
to death by fire, many were suffocat­ 
ed by gas, and scores wore trampled 
to death in the panic that followed the 
mad plunge of the frightened audi­ 
ence for the exits. 
It will bo many 
hours before tho number of dead .s 
accurately known mid nian;v days be­ 
fore all of them will bo identified. 
There are bodies lying by th** dozens 
In the undertaking rooms, in police 
stations and In hospitals, from which 
nearly everything that could reveal 
their identity to those who knew them 
best, is gone. 
Their clothing is torn t i 
rags or burned to cinders and th.cr 
laces have been trampled into an un 
recognizable pull* by the heels of 'he I 
crowd that t rumpled them dow n as 
they (led for safety. 
The tire broke out during the see- 
ond act. of the play “ Mr. Bluebeard," 
w'birh was the first dramatic produc­ 
tion produced in the theater since IU 
erection. 


Cause of the Catastrophe. 
The company, whilch was very large, 
•reaped to the tflrnot in safety, nearly 


all of them, however, being compel! ■ I 
to flee into the snowy streets with no 
clothing but their stage costumes. 
A 
few members of the company sus­ 
tained minor injuries, but none were 
seriously hurt. 
The accounts of the origin of the 
fire are conflicting and none of them 
cert ain. but tive best reason given is 
that an electric wire wear the lower 
part of the pIs ice of drop scenery sud­ 
denly broke and was grounded. 
The 
fire spread rapidly toward the front 
of the stage, causing the members of 
the chorus who were then engaged In 
the performance to dee to the why;* 
with screams of terror. 
The tire in 
itself up lo this time was not serious 
anti possibly could have been checked 
had not Hub asbestos curtain failed lo 
work. 
Aa soon as the fine was discov­ 
ered, Eddie Foy. the chief comedian 
of the company, shouted ie lower the 
curtain, and this 
was 
immediately 
done. 
It descended about half way 
and then stuck. 
The fire thus was 
given practically a flue through which 
a strong draft was setting, aided bv 
tbs* doors 
which 
bat' been 
thrown 
Open in tho from of the theater 
Hundreds Burned to Oeath. 
With a roar aud a hound, the flames 
shot through the opening over tho 
heads of the people on the first floor 
and reaching clear up to thotse in tho 
first balcony, caught them awd burned 
them to death where they sat. 
Immediately following this rush of 
flames there came an explosion which 
lifted the entire roof of the theater 
from its walls, shattering the grout 
skylight into fragments. 
As soon os 
the flames first, appeared beyond the 
curtain a man in the rear of tin* hall 
shouted "Fire! Fire!'" aud the entire 
audience rose ae one person and made 
for the doors. 
It is believed that the explosion 
was caused lay the flames coming In 
contact with the gas rejem oirs of the 
theater, causing them to burst. 
Will 
J. Davis, manager of the theater, said 
lifter the catastrophe that if the peo­ 
ple had remained in their seats aud 
had not been excited by tho err of 
Are. not, a single life would h ave‘been 
lost. 
Dus is. however, contrada ct ei 
by the statem ents cf the firemen, who 
found numbers of i***op]e sittii'tg in 
their seats, their faces directed lo- 
I ward the stage as if the perfonmanco 
J was still going*on. 
It was the opinion 
of the firemen that these people had 
been suffocated at once by the flow

Beyond Power to Describe. 
The fight for life which must have 
taken place at these two points la 
something that is simply beyond hu­ 
man power adequately 
to 
describe. 
Only a faint Idea of Its horror could 
be derived from tin* aspect of the 
bodies as they lay. 
Women on top of these masses of 
dead had been overtaken by death as 
they wen* crawling on their hauds 
and knees over the bodies of those 
who had *li**d before. 
Others lay with 
arms stretched out In the direction 
toward which lay life and safety, hold­ 
ing In their bands fragments of gar 
ments not their own. 
They w ere evi­ 
dently torn from the clothing of oth­ 
ers whom they had endeavored to pull 
down and trample under foot as they 
fought for their own lives 
As the pollee removed layer after 
layer of dead in these doorways, tin* 
sight benin** to** much even for po­ 
lice and firemen, hardened as they 
are to such scenes, to endure 
The 
bodies were in such an Inextricable 
mass and so tightly were they jammed 
between the sides of the door and tho I 
walls that It was impossible to lift 
them on** by one and carry them out. j 
Tin* only possible thing to do was to 1 
seize a limb or some other portion of : 
tho boily and pull with main strength. J 
Men worked at Hie task with tom's | 
running down their cheeks, and th** 1 
sobs of th*! rescuers could be heard i 
even in the hall below where this aw-J 
fill scene was being enacted 
ber of men were compelled to aban 
don ti *:r task ami give it over to 
other, whoso nerves had not as yet 
linen shaken by tho awful experience. 


Women Trampled to Pulp. 
As one by one tho bodies were* 
dragged 
out 
of 
the 
water-soaked, 
blackened mass of corpses th** spec- 
tael** became more and more heart­ 
rending. 
There were women who?* 
clothing was torn completely 
from 
their bodies above the waist, whoa"* 
bosoms had been trampled into a pulp 
and whose fades were marred beyond 
all power of identification. 
Bodies lay In the first ami second 
balconies in great numbers, 
In some 
places they were piled tip in the alkies 
three and four deep, where one had 
fallen and others tripped over the 
prostrate forms, and 
all 
had 
died 
where they lay, evidently suffocated 
tty tho gas. 
Others were bent over 
backs of seats where they had been 
thrown by the rush of people for the 
doors and killed with hardly a chance 
to rise from their seats. 
One man 
was found with his back bent nearly 
double, 
bis 
spinal 
column 
having 
been fractured 
as 
he was thrown 
backward. 
A woman was found cut 
nearly In half by the back of a seat' 
aho having been forced over it face 
downward. 
Agony Written in Dead Face*. 
In the aisles nearest to the doors 
the scenes were harrowing in the ex- 
tremo. 
Bodies lay In every conceiv­ 
able attitude, half naked, the look on 
their faces re v e lin g some portion of 
the agony which must have preceded 
their death. 
There were scores and 
scores of people whose whole faces 
had been trampled completely off bv 
the heels of those who rushed over 
them, and in tine aisle the body of a 
man was found with not a vestige of 
clothing, 
flesh 
or 
bone 
remaining 
above his waist line. 
The entire up­ 
per portion of his body had been cut 
into mince meat and carried away by 
the feet of those who trampled him. 
A search was carefully made with a 
hope of finding his head, but it had 
not been discovered and all that will 
ever tell his friends who he was is 
the color ami appearance of the cloth­ 
ing on the lower limbs, ant! this is In 
such a condition as to be hardly rec­ 
ognizable, 
The theater had been constructed 
but a short time and all its equipment 
was not yet in lilac9. 
This was un ­ 
fortunately the case with a fire escape 
in the rear of the building. 
The. small 
iron balconies to which the iron lad­ 
der was to be attached were up, but 
the ladder 
had 
not yet been con­ 
structed. 


Fire Escapes Not In Place. 
W hen the panic w. 
ai it 
hoi :U 
a 


great number of women ran for these 
fir** escapes, only to find 
as 
they 
emerged from the doorway upon tne 
rr j little iron platform that they were 33 
to SO feet from the ground, a fire be 
hind am! no method of escape in front 
Thoae who reached the platform flr«*t 
endeavored to hold their footing and 
to krep b.*,rk the crowd thft* pressed 
upon them from the rear. 
The effort 
was utterly useless and In a f,*w min­ 
u t e s th** iron ledges were jatmnrd 
with crowds of women, who screamed, 
fought ami tor** af each other like 
maniacs. 
This lasted but a brief in­ 
fernal, and the rush from the interior 
of the building became so violent that 
many of them were crowded off and 
fell to th* granite paved alley below. 
Others leaped from th** platform, frac­ 
turing legs and arms, and two were 
po lo <1 nj) ai this point with fractured 
skulls, having been killed Instantly. 
r;corge JI 
Elliott, secretary of the 
Ogden (las company, was In a bull 1- 
ing directly opposite from tht* theater 
across this alley, and noticing amok*, 
went 
down 
to ascertain its cause. 
When hi* roached the street the wom­ 
en were already dropping into tTie 
alley ami Elliott Immediately rush'd 
fitr a ladder In the effort to suve as 
many as possible. 
Women Crowded Off Fire Escapes. 
No ladder was available and the 
I only method of assistance they were 
! able to devise was to hurriedly lash 
s o m e planks together ami throw them 
, across lo the affrighted women on the 
f platform with instructions to place 
j th** end firmly on the iron framework. 
! Before this could be done a fearful 
loss of time ensued, the women were 
! boing pushed every instant into the I 
| alloy and by the time the bridge wart 
constructed but few remained to take 
j advantage of if. 
About two dozen, it 


J is believed, made their way across 
; this narrow causeway, 
j 
The members of the theatrical com- 
' pany, being on the first floor, had com- 


j paratively little difficulty in reaching 
tim street, although their situation 
was for a moment highly critical be­ 
cause of the sj*eed with which tho 
flames swept 
through the mass of 
scenery and flies on the stage.

E D D IE F O Y'S STORY. 


Head 
Comedian Tells How Terrible ' 
Tragedy Was Enacted. 
Chicago, Dec. S I .—Eddie Foy, prin­ 
cipal comedian in the play, was 
o h o 
cif tho last to cacai»e by getting out 
through a rear door after assisting the 
women members of the company to 
safety. 
He went into the Sherman 
house in his stage costume and with 
his face covered with grease paint, in 
order to secure surgical attendance 
for some burns which ho had sus­ 
tained. 
In describing the commencement af 
the fir** Foy attributed the extent -f 
A nit rn- j 
catastrophe to the failure of the 
fireproof curtain 
to 
work properly. 
Because of this, he said, the flames 
readily obtained access to the main 
part of the theater, the draft carrying 
with it gas as w'cll 
as fire. swept up 
to the balconies, where the loss of 
life was greatest. 
“The fire began in the middle of the 
second aet,” said Mr. Foy. 
“An elec­ 
tric wire broke, was ground, and from 
this flames were started In the rear 
of the stage. 
The stage is unusur 'y 
wide and there was so great a draft 
the flames spread rapidly. 
They had 
attacked all tho scenery In the roar. 
When it first started I went to the 
f(H)tlights, and to prevent alarming 
th e audience, said that there was a 
slight blaze and that it would he bet­ 
ter for all to leave quietly. 
Then I 
stepped bark and called for the as­ 
bestos curtain to be lowered. 
This. 
when about half way down, refused ta 
go farther and thus an additional draft 
was created. 
This swept the flames 
out into the auditorium and I knew 
that the theater was doomed. 
I hur­ 
ried back to the stage and aided In 
getting the women members of tho 
company into the alley. Some of them 
were in their dressing rooms and were 
almost overcome 
by 
smoke before 
they could get down to the stage and 
to the doors. 
The simple fad that 
the curtain did not descend entirely 
was what saved the lives of the com­ 
pany, although it caused such a hor­ 
rible catastrophe in the front of the 
house. 
After the curtain had refused 
to descend there carne the explosion 
of the gas tanks, and with the curtain 
down all the Oro and gas would have 
been confined between the rear wall 
of the theater and the fireproof cur­ 
tain in front. 
U nder these circum­ 
stances it would not have been possi 
hie for a single m em ber of the com­ 
pany to escam* alive unless he or she 
had 
been 
standing 
immediately 'n 
front of the door leading into the 
alley. 
As it was, the draft carried all 
the gas and fire out beneath the cur­ 
tain and the company was saved, ,•>!- 
though their salvation was th** death 
of so many poo- people in front."
